(3) Facilitating Trade. The 
dealer learns to have confidence in the 
article he is buying and buys more free- 
ly, because it’ is guaranteed by grading, 
and gradually everybody gets to know 


what the “best” article really looks like 


or tastes like. In short, Shen brings 
about standardization .an 
the producer the best price.

Bees’ Honey Output Doubled 
with Aluminum Combs 


Bees will be able to store up more 
than twice' as much honey with alumi- 
num, combs that are being made for 
them. . It is figured that it takes fifteen 

of honey for (fie bees to manu- 
sa @ single pound of honeycomb. 

Binge they require several pounds of 
wax in which to store their honey, ‘they 
will, save at least seventy-five to .a hun- 

pounds of honey by using the manu- 
holders. The metal combs are 

painted with pure beeswax and are used 
in the production of extracted honey, 
where the combs are placed in a ma- 
chine, called a honey extractor, and 
whirled around and the honey thrown 
out by centrifugal force.
